reaching srevenue bills introduesd, is
the one framed by Ollis of Valley, and
Miller of Lancaster, and known as
senate File It provides for the
submission of an amendment to Sec. 1,
Art. 9, of the constitution, the amend-
ment being as follows: “All property,
except as hereinafter provided, shall
be taxed; nll tax, whether state, loeal
or municipal, shall be nniform upon all
classes of subjeets within the

2N,

territor-
ial limits of the nuthorities levying the
tax, nnd shall be levied and collected
under general laws.” This simply
mesns that a legisluture may enact a
law that will rnise all the state reve-
noe from corporations and leave each
county and muonicipality to raise the
necessary reveuue as it sees fit. This
course will remove many obstacles
now in the way of raising revenue,
and will permit the taxpayers of any
specified territory to fix their own tax
rate for the maintenance of their in-
stitutions, no part of it going to the
support of the siate government.
